In the past years there have been various organ¬ 
izations formed for the purpose of bettering the Latin 
American population in this community and to give it 
a stronger voice politically in the government. 

A lot of good has been accomplished by these or¬ 
ganizations and they should certainly be commended 
for their efforts. Sometimes, however, officers that 
nursed an organization from its infancy would domin¬ 
ate that organization from year to year. Although 
the leader of the organization had good intentions, 
this element would sometimes prove very detrimental 
to that particular organization because the leader wo¬ 
uld constantly be in the public eye. Being subjected 
to criticism, jealousies would usually result. Some¬ 
times the public would judge a person rather unjustly 
on words that came strictly from the grapevine—some 
true—some NOT! 

The question would arise ' * Is he doing it strictly 
for the good of the public or is he doing this primarily 
for his own commercial interest?' 1 Pressure would 
start building against the leader and the organization 
from competitive commercial interests and people who 
see only the dark side of things.

TODAY we have at least 7 organizations for co¬ 
mmunity service for the Latin American people of this 
area. These organizations are strong, well organized, 
have very competent leaders and there is no doubt of 
the service they are performing for our people. There 
are at least 10 social clubs that like to help the com¬ 
munity service activities to dominate the interest of 
the club membership. 

At least 10 social clubs and at least 5 community 
service organizations unite once a year to combine 
their efforts in the UNITED FOOD DRIVE COMM¬ 
ITTEE. 

There is no apparent jealousies among clubs, or¬ 
ganizations or personalities. The cooperation and in¬ 
terest of each individual club or organization make 
the success of the drive almost inevitable and I thank 
them wholeheartedly on behalf of the persons that ha¬ 
ve already received aid from the committee. Below 
is the official financial report as given by our Treas¬ 
urer LENA MANRIQUEZ.

In 1958, 1959, and I960, the UNITED FOOD DR¬ 
IVE COMMITTEE had available to purchase additional 
groceries $270.17, $336.58, and $655.73 respective¬ 
ly. The success is getting progressively better. 

Some people that contributed such assistance that 
public thanks are surely in order are Humberto Garcia, 
photographer and Editor of this publication, radio sta¬ 
tions KLOK, KEEN, and KOFY, Bill Pedigo (photo¬ 
grapher for the Union Gazette), Manuel Pena (pho¬ 
tographer), KNTV-Channel II and Mayfair Super Mar¬ 
kets. Without the help of the people working within 
these organizations, the success of the United Food 
Drive Committee would not have been as great as it 
was. 








Another incident worth mentioning regarding the 
drive was the example set by Candelario VELIZ. 

He was the Distribution Chairman of our drive 
and donated a good deal of his time to it. Although 
he owns a local bar establishment, he was unafraid 
to refer the attention of his customers to the dance we 
were having in order to raise funds. It meant that he 
may have lost the business of a few customers for that 
day but then the drive is held only once a year. To 
this type of man I am not only willing, but glad, to 
give them my business. (** Other businesses of the 
same type please take notice.) 

For TOMORROW we have the aid of a very com¬ 
petent and rising attorney. His name is EUGENE L. 
HUDSON and is presently working with the Boccardo 
staff of attorneys. He is sometimes referred to as the 
"Miracle Man" by his legal associates because of 
his efficiancy in handling legal cases. With his tho¬ 
rough knowledge of law, Mr. Hudson carries with him 
a commanding personality and sense of fairness. He 
has come to appreciate the problems of the Latin Am¬ 
erican people through close association with them and 
is more than willing to help deviate them in which¬ 
ever way possible. 

LATIN AMERICAN COUNCIL 

A Path to Follow. The Latin American Council, 
which in effect is the United Food Drive Committee, 
will have a meeting at 8 P.M. sharp at the office of 
Lena Manriquez at 1175 East Santa Clara Street on 
Friday March 25th. All the organizations will be 
mailed letters requesting their leaders to attend. 

It is hoped that this council can meet quarterly to 
air problems of our community and through unity in the 
council efforts will not be duplicated by other organ¬ 
izations. The first item of business for the council 
will be to initiate efforts for a Latin-American Relief 
Agency which would receive funds from the UNITED 
FUND CAMPAIGN in order to assist the United Food 
Drive Committee in giving aid to needy families that 
for some reason or other can NOT be fully assisted by 
the Welfare Department. 

These people would probably be those that migrate 
in and out of the county. Need for such an organiz¬ 
ation has been apparent since 1958 and it seems that 
I960 is the year to push it across. Should these efforts 
fail this year I for one will be greatly disappointed in 
our Latin American population. No harm will come 
to me from this effort and the people that will suffer 
are those that the Agency might have been able to 
assist. So it is here that I ask the readers of this pub¬ 
lication and the people of the organizations concern¬ 
ed for full support in initiating this program. 

Pressure will undoubtedly be encountered from 
those that have business interests that selfishly think 
that by organizing together this unity may grow into a 
monster that will dictate policies to commercial out¬ 
fits that already control nightly Latin American en¬ 
tertainment businesses in Santa Clara County. 

Opposition should serve to unite us even closer and 
to help us be more alert and responsive to this very 
worthwhile cause. Nobody will probably oppose this 
piogram openly but they will turn to their puppet men 
to undermine this effort. I have no strings attached to 
me whatsoever and ask for complete confidance of the 
people toward my convictions. I ask them to help us 

do the good we should have done YESTERDAY.
